JUST HOW FAR CAN 
THE CONGRESS GO? 


The Term “ General Welfare” 
in Co nstitutio n Must 
Be Studied. 


W ashington, Oct. 24

The 
AAA’s trial will bring before the 
Su p reme Cou rt this fall a q u es­ 
tion that has rem ained u nsettled 
for nearly 160 y ears: 


W hat did the writers of the 
constitu tion mean by “the gener­ 
al welfare?” 
Gov ernment lawy ers hav e been 
digging into the debates of the 
wen who wrote the constitu tion, 
into old cou rt cases, and into 
American history to find su p p ort 
for a p ossible argu m ent tha t the 
gov ernment 
can 
legally 
lev y 
p rocessing tax es on the m anu ­ 
factu re of agricu ltu ral p rodu cts 
becau se of its p ower to tax “for 
the general welfare.” 
The lawy ers acknowledge that 
this q u estion p robably will p lay 
a role in the Hoosac Mills case, 
testing the constitu tionality of 
the AAA, and again in the Moor 
case, inv olv ing the Bankhead 
cotton control act. W hat argu ­ 
m ents the gov ernment will make 
in these cases has not y et been 
decided, bu t the “general wel­ 
fare clau se” is an im p ortant p art 
of the p lans discu ssed. 
The q u estion may carry the 
cou rt back to an old argu m ent 
between the followers of Presi­ 
dent Madison and adherents of 
Alex ander Hamilton. 
The constitu tion gav e congress 
the p ower: “to lay and collect 
tax es, du ties, imp osts and ex ­ 
cises, to p ay the debts and p ro­ 
v ide for the common defence 
and the general welfare . . . ” 
Madison said this “sp ending 
p ower” cou ld be u sed only in 
connection with other p owers 
sp ecifically granted to congress 
by the constitu tion, bu t Hamil­ 
ton and his followers contended, 
attorney s say , that p ower to col­ 
lect money for “the general wel­ 
fare” carried with it p ower to 
sp end the money , u nham p ered 
by the sp ecific limitations on 
congress’ law-making p ower in 
the constitu tion. 
In one decision, Chief Ju stice 
John 
M arshall 
dscu ssed 
the 
“general welfare clau se.” 
Bu t 
tha t decision has been cited by 
both sides in the argu ment. Hen-

Top p ing the list of u rgent 
p roblems were the statu s of the 
driv e to p u t 3,500,000 u nemp loy ed 
on work relief and the Leagu e 
of Nations req u est for United 
States comment on the sanc­ 
tions against Italy . 
Back of these more u rgent is­ 
su es. were q u estions of long 
range p olicy tha t will determ ine 
the cou rse of the New Deal from 
now u ntil the 1936 elections, in­ 
clu ding the legislativ e p rogram 
for the congress conv ening in 
Janu ary . 
In shap ing his cou rse for the 
all - im p ortant 
p re - election 
m onths, the p resident will hav e 
su ggestions, criticism and adv ice 
from thou sands of m inisters all 
ov er the cou ntry . Shortly before 
his dep artu re, he broadcast let­ 
ters to them asking for their 
“cou nsel” and “help .”

Thus the cow tha t ate the 
spinach and produced rich milk, m ay b e joined 
b y the hen tha t eats pim entos.
